Under fire, Bush arrives for 
third visit to battered Gulf 

NEWORLEANSI Workers here were picking up 
trash Sunday, a small miracle under the cir- 
cumstances. The airport opened to cargo traf- 
fic. A bullhorn -wielding volunteer led relief 
workers in a chorus of “Amazing Grace.” 

Nearly two weeks after Hurricane 
Katrina’s onslaught, the day was marked 
by signs that hopelessness was beginning to 
lift in this shattered city. While the final toll 
from the disaster remains 
unknown, there were indi- 
cations New Orleans had 
begun to turn a corner. 

“You see the cleaning of 
the streets. You see the peo- 
ple coming out,” said the 
volunteer with the bull- 
horn, Norman Flowers. 

“The people aren’t as afraid anymore.” 

Meanwhile, eager to show hands-on lead- 
ership in the Gulf Coast hurricane recovery 
effort. President Bush joined commanders 
working from a military ship docked in this 
flooded city. 

On Monday, he planned to tour the New 
Orleans area and Gulfport, Miss., in his third 
and longest visit to the region in the nearly 
two weeks since Hurricane Katrina and sub- 
sequent flooding struck the states. 

Hurricane Katrina has been a low point in 
Bush’s presidency, with his job approval dip- 
ping to a record 39 percent in an Associated 
Press-Ipsos poll last week. Just over half of 
respondents said he is at fault for the slow 
response to the hurricane, (ap)

Damage From Katrina Sends 
Gas Prices to All-Time High 

Damage to Gulf Coast refineries 
and pipelines by Hurricane Katrina 
pushed retail gas prices to historic 
highs in the past two weeks, with 
self-serve regular averaging more 
than $3 a gallon for the first time 
ever, according to a nationwide sur- 
vey released Sunday.

The economically vital 
New Orleans must be 
rebuilt, experts say 

NEW YORK I New Orleans will be 
rebuilt, despite its vulnerability to 
Mother Nature. 

History, geography and espe- 
cially economics make it inevita- 
ble that New Orleans will be rebuilt 
— almost certainly with more sub- 
stantial flood protection. The city 
is, always has been and probably 
always will be a vital U.S. port. 

“We cannot live without it,” 
said Ari Kelman, a historian at the 
University of California, Davis, and 
the author of “A River and its City: 
The Nature of Landscape in New 
Orleans.” 

New Orleans lies at the out- 
let of a 15,000 -mile river trans- 
portation network that stretches 
from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Alleghenies. That’s why French 
settlers located it there in the first 


place — enduring floods, disease 
and sweltering heat in exchange for 
economic and military control over 
the interior of North America. 

Altogether, the docks in and 
around New Orleans handle more 


than 100 million tons of cargo annu- 
ally, making it the world’s third-bus- 
iest port by volume.

Storm expected to 
graze coast on its way 
north, forecasters say 

WILMINGTON, N.C. I Hurricane 
Ophelia sat nearly stationary off the 
coast of the Carolinas on Sunday, 
taunting coastal residents made 
wary by the destruction that Katrina 


caused along the Gulf Coast. 

The storm was more than 200 
miles from land with sustained 
wind of 80 mph, but it was piling 
up heavy surf that challenged surfers 
and pounded the beaches. A hurri- 
cane watch remained in effect from 
just north of Edisto Beach, S.C., to 
North Carolina’s Cape Lookout, a 
stretch of more than 250 miles.

Families Salute 9/11 Victims 


Ceremonies mark 
4 years since thousands 
died in terrorist attacks 

NEW YORK I Weeping relatives 
marked the anniversary of the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks Sunday 
with prayers, solemn remem- 
brances and heartfelt messages to 
their dead brothers and sisters at the 
site where the World Trade Center 
collapsed in a nightmarish cloud of 
dust and debris four years ago. 

In a ceremony lasting longer than 
four hours, more than 600 relatives 
read the names of the 2,749 victims 


who died at the trade center. Several 
blew kisses to the sky after reading 
a loved one’s name, while others left 
the microphone sobbing. 

“We miss you Charlie and we 
love you, your boys will always 
remember,” Peggy Garbarini told 
her brother. Fire Lt. Charles William 
Garbarini, who was 44 when he died 
at the trade center. 

As the names were read, weeping 
mourners filed down a ramp to a 
reflecting memorial pool at the floor 
of the site, which remains virtually 
empty four years after the attack. 
Families filled the water with red, 
orange and yellow roses, some shak- 


ing as they inscribed dedications on 
the wooden edge of the pool. 

The ceremony paused for 
moments of silence at 8:46 a.m., 
the time at which a hijacked jet- 
liner crashed into the north tower; 
at 9 : 03 a.m., the moment a second 
plane struck the south tower; at 
9:59 a.m., when the south tower 
fell; and at 10:29 a.m., when the 
second tower collapsed. 

In southwestern Pennsylvania, 
about 1,000 people attended a 
memorial service in the field where 
United Airlines Flight 93 crashed 
after it was hijacked by terrorists.

Specter: No Roe Question for Roberts 


Senator says he’ll ask 
high eourt nominee 
about privacy instead 

WASHINGTON! The chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee said 
Sunday he will not ask Supreme 
Court nominee John Roberts 
whether he would vote to over- 
turn the landmark decision that 
legalized abortion. 

Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., did 
say he planned to ask Roberts, the 
president’s pick to succeed the late 
William H. Rehnquist as chief jus- 
tice, whether there is a right to pri- 
vacy in the Constitution. 

Roberts’ confirmation hearings 
before the committee were to begin 


Monday. Specter said he was uncer- 
tain whether Roberts would favor 
overturning the Roe v. Wade deci- 
sion from 1973 that established a 
right to abortion. Specter supports 
a woman’s right to choose to end 
her pregnancy. 

“I think it is inappropriate to 
ask him head-on if he’s going to 
overturn Roe, but I believe that 


there are many 
issues close to 
the issue, like his 
respect for prec- 
edent,” Specter 
told NBC’s “Meet 
the Press.” 

But Specter 
said asking Rob- 
erts, now an appeals court judge.

TAL AFAR, IRAQ I Insurgents staged 
a classic guerrilla retreat from Tal 
Afar on Sunday, melting into the 
countryside through a network of 
tunnels to escape an Iraqi-U.S. 
force that reported killing about 
150 rebels while storming the 
militant bastion. 

With the city swept clear of 
extremists for the second time 
in a year, Iraqi and U.S. military 
leaders vowed to redouble efforts 
to crush insurgents operating all 
along the Syrian frontier and in the 
Euphrates River valley.

The U.S. and Iraq routinely 
charge that Syria does little to stop 
the flow of Arab fighters across the 
border.

While insurgents were retreating 
from Tal Afar, militants elsewhere 
killed one U.S. soldier and a British 
soldier in separate roadside bomb- 
ings Sunday and assassinated an 
official in Iraq’s Interior Ministry.

Police advised drivers to avoid 
several working-class Protestant 


parts of the city, where thousands of 
men and youths blocked roads and 
lobbed a range of objects at police 
equipped with helmets, body armor 
and flame -retardant suits. 

Chief Constable Hugh Orde, head 
of Northern Ireland’s mostly Prot- 
estant police, blamed the Orange 
Order brotherhood for inspiring 
the riots. The violence began when

KIGALI, RWANDA I A Rwandan com- 
munity court on Sunday charged 
a Belgian missionary with inciting 
and planning the 1994 genocide in 
which more than half a million peo- 
ple were killed. 

The community court classified 
Guy Theunis as a category one geno- 
cide suspect — reserved for alleged 
leaders of the 100 -day slaughter. 
The case was automatically trans- 
ferred for trial to a conventional 
court, where the missionary will 
face a possible death penalty. 

Theunis — who worked as the 
editor of Rwanda’s periodical “Le 
Dialogue” — denied allegations that 
he incited the genocide by reproduc- 
ing articles from the “Kangura,” a 
newspaper that promoted the kill- 
ing of members of the Tutsi ethnic

NEVE DEKALIM, GAZA STRIP I The 
last Israeli troops began driving 
out of the Gaza Strip in large con- 
voys early Monday and flag-wav- 
ing Palestinian police took over 
the abandoned positions as Israel 
wrapped up its historic pullout from 
the coastal territory after 38 years 
of occupation.

Thousands march on 
4th anniversary of

Thousands walked Sunday in 
remembrance of the attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001, in tribute to U.S.

District houses Gulf 
evacuees while some 
loeals still on streets 

WASHINGTON I Like many 
Americans, A1 Szekely donated 
what he could to the victims of 
Hurricane Katrina. For the 58- 
year-old former handyman, that 
was $12. Then he went back to 
where he lives on Pennsylvania 
Avenue — a park bench with a 
view of the Capitol. 

Szekely is one of an estimat- 
ed 17,340 people who find them- 
selves homeless in Washington at 
some point in the course of a year, 
according to local groups and city 
officials. 

The District of Columbia mobi- 
lized quickly to take in 295 hurri- 
cane evacuees — a fact some 


homeless people say makes them 
feel forgotten in this city, which 
has the second-highest poverty 
rate in the nation when compared 
with states, according to the U.S. 
Census Bureau. 

Evacuee Tommy Riley spent 
seven days trapped in his broth- 
er’s New Orleans home before 
being airlifted to Washington — 
his first trip to the nation’s capi- 
tal. He said he was surprised to see 
homeless people sleeping in front 
of the White House. 

“They’re not even taking care of 
their own,” he said of city officials. 
“They’ve got to do that before tak- 
ing care of me,” he said. 

Advocates for the homeless warn 
of discrimination against those who 
have been homeless all along. 

“If he’s a bearded homeless 
person and he fits the stereotype.

Md. seeks federal aid 
to bolster program that 
helps poor heat homes 

BALTIMORE I Maryland’s poor peo- 
ple could be socked by heating bills 
they can’t afford this winter, thanks 
to Hurricane Katrina and higher 
energy costs, and a state official 
is warning Maryland may have to 
reduce benefits for poor people just 
when heating costs the most. 

Maryland adds more money to 
a federal pot aimed at helping low- 
income people pay home heating 
costs in the winter, but the direc- 
tor of Maryland’s program, Mary 
Lou Kueffer, said rising energy costs 
mean there won’t be enough money 
to go around this winter if Congress 
doesn’t add to the fund. 

“We have never run out 
of money yet, but we’re con- 
cerned,” said Kueffer, director of 
Maryland’s Office of Home Energy 
Programs. 

This winter, she said, the number 
of people asking for help could jump 
10 percent. That’s because nation- 
al estimates say Katrina’s damage 
to natural gas and oil production 
could drive home heating costs up 
30 percent or more this winter.

Talk on a mobile via

The $150 system includes a sil- 
ver- and-black dock into which the 
cell phone is connected and a cord- 
less 2.4 -gigahertz handset that feels 
better than any cell phone I’ve ever 
tried to perch between my shoul- 
der and ear. 

The RCA dock isn’t unique, 
as other companies offer similar 
setups. But it stands out in terms 
of the effort put into making the 
dock compatible with as many cell 
phone models as possible. Currently, 
it works with about 60 phones from 
Nokia Corp., Motorola Inc. and Sony 
Ericsson. 

The sound quality is as good as 


any cellular phone, which is to say 
not as clear as a traditional phone. 
Some callers noticed echoes and 
static. 

When receiving calls, the dock 
sends caller ID information received 
by cell phone to the handset, which 
displays phone numbers on an LCD 
screen. 

If you have both regular landline 
and cellular service, you also can 
plug a traditional phone line into 
the handset base station. That not 
only enables calling from either but 
also three-way conferences. 

The main benefit of converging 
both services is that users can take 
full advantage of their free minutes. 
When they’re depleted, the plain 
old phone system is a button-push

FOOTBALL I The New Orleans 
Saints took their minds off two 
weeks of death and despair, 
focused on football and won a 
game Sunday for the victims of 
Hurricane Katrina. 

Deuce McAllister ran for two 
touchdowns and John Carney 
kicked a 47-yard field goal with 
3 seconds left to lift the Saints 
to an emotional 23-20 season- 
opening win over the Carolina 
Panthers. 

The Saints rushed out on the 
field to celebrate the kick, their 
first joy since Katrina tore through 
New Orleans on Aug. 29. Like the 


thousands of evacuees, the storm 
left them homeless and searching 
for a little bit of normalcy. 

They found it on the field, scor- 
ing an important victory over an 
NFC South rival and an emotional 
win for their fans. 

The Saints are playing this sea- 
son for their deluged city and the 
displaced victims. They have visited 
shelters in Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Texas, spending time with fans 
who had lost everything.

TENNIS I Roger Federer, a man of 
panache and unparalleled perfection 
in finals, withstood Andre Agassi’s 
spirited upset bid to capture a second 
straight US.

CHANGE OF PACE I After dropping 
out of high school in his senior year, 
Jason Lee decided to become a pro- 
fessional skateboarder, so he did.

“Earl is definitely not a suit- 
wearing lawyer,” said Lee, decked 
out in his Earl attire, which includes 
jeans, boots and a Lynyrd Skynyrd 
T-shirt underneath a flannel 
shirt. 

Then there’s the mustache. “It 
was definitely right for the role,” Lee 
said. “But then afterward I was like, 
‘Great, now I have to wear this for 
six months out of the year.’” 

Lee allows that he and Earl have 
a bit in common. “I’m pretty mellow 
like Earl, and I have a good heart. 
But have I ever stolen a car radio 
or a car from a one-legged girl?

Super Furry Animals 
trade agitation for 
rock entertainment 

MUSIC I It’s difficult not to use the 
word “weird” in describing the 
Super Furry Animals. Not many 
rock bands are Welsh; even fewer 
dress as yetis. 

The first sound on “Love Kraft” 
(XL Recordings/Beggars Group), 
the Furries’ seventh album, is gui- 
tarist Bunf splashing into a swim- 
ming pool. Kerplunk goes the Super 
Soggy Animal. 

Then comes “Zoom,” a blister- 


ing, seven-minute swirl of slashing 
guitar and foreboding choir. Gruff

hit.” After the band’s overtly political

“Phantom,” here they are back 
to their usual unpredictability — 
thanks partly to writing and sing- 
ing contributions from all of the 
group’s members.

Paul Wall wants to 
tell the world about 
Texas’ ‘screw’ music 

NEW FACES I Twenty-five grand 
worth of diamonds and platinum 
sit in Paul Wall’s mouth, and syrupy 
Texas slang drips out of it. 

With the upcoming Tuesday 
release of his major label debut, 
“The People’s Champ,” the rapper 
— who’s also basking in the spotlight 
of his appearance on Mike Jones’ 
hit ode to cruising, “Still Tippin’” — 
keeps busy by selling jewel- encrust- 
ed teeth to his celebrity friends. 

He’s also on a crusade to sell 
the rap world on screw music — 
Houston’s hypnotic, slowed- down 
style of rap. 

“Screw is the backbone of Texas

BETRAYED 


Did you know that many thousands of much-loved dogs, 
cats, and other animals perished after the storm because 
animal protection agents, who arrived ready and 
equipped to rescue animals, were refused permission to 
enter flooded areas although thoroughly trained and 
prepared? Although FEMA guidelines on animal handling 
had been carefully crafted in cooperation with PETA and 
other animal organizations, our government threw them 
out the window, going so far as to order citizens to 
abandon their animals under threat of arrest The animals 
people clung to were cherished members of the family 
and were all that some people had left in the world. 

Federal authorities tried to force people — including 
elderly residents — to leave their animals behind to 
starve. One man was reduced to having to kill his 
beloved 16-year-old dog. Fie had saved her from the flood 
waters and sat with her in a tree for five days but, after 
having been told that he could not take her with him 
when he was evacuated, said, "I could not leave her 
alive in the tree, she was too old to survive." 

A New Orleans child was ordered by a police 
officer to abandon his dog. Snowball, before being 
evacuated by bus from the Superdome. The boy 
was shown repeatedly crying his dogs name out in 
vain and later vomiting in distress after the officer 
tore the animal from his hands. 

A Slidell resident offered her evacuators both her own 
wedding ring and her mother's wedding ring in an 
attempt to gain permission to bring her dogs when she 
and her ill husband were rescued from a New Orleans 


hospital. The officials would not budge: She and her 
husband could only bring one item with them, and her 
husband, a liver transplant recipient, needed medicine to 
survive. Their dog was left behind to die. 

Oprah Winfrey told her viewers the story of a man and 
his 14-year-old dog. The man was forced to leave his dog 
at an interstate rest stop and "hope for the best" when 
he was evacuated to Baton Rouge. Days later, a Good 
Samaritan managed to reunite the man with the dog. 

But that tale is the exception; many, many others had to 
leave their animals on the side of the road. 

Eight days after Katrina came ashore, some areas were 
still off limits to animal rescuers in Mississippi. Images 
of dogs stranded and starving atop roofs, in trees, and on 
debris were broadcast nightly on TV. 

The animals' fate in disasters such as this is as much a 
human-welfare concern as it is one of the animals' 
well-being. Professor Richard Garfield of Columbia 
University says, "It's very distressing for people, 
wondering if their pets are isolated or starving." By 
failing the animals in the aftermath of Katrina, the 
federal government failed human beings too. Thousands 
of storm survivors already crushed by their losses will be 
left to face the additional anguish of not knowing what 
became of their beloved animals. 

We must learn from this horror and work to ensure 
that such horrors never visit our soil again. In these 
United States, we can do better for our citizens and 
their animals.

Inventor touts graves 
with video screens 
to leave eternal mark 

Video screens have shown up all 
over in recent years — cell phones, 
bathrooms, car head rests, sub- 
way cars, even elevators. Next up: 
a solar-powered video panel embed- 
ded in a tombstone that plays a clip 
reminiscent of “This Is Your Life.” 

Tasteless, you might say? A mag- 
net for vandals? 

On the contrary, says inventor 
Sergio Aguirre. 

His soothingly named Serenity 
Panel is all about helping families 
celebrate the life of a lost loved 
one. 

“While nothing ever replaces 
the gift of life, memories can now 
come one step closer to forever being 
remembered and not forgotten,” 
waxes the Web site of Aguirre’s 
company, Vidstone LLC. 

The video headstone concept has 



been around for years, but previ- 
ous inventors’ ambitions have been 
laid to rest. One gave up for lack 
of demand and out of concern his 
invention wouldn’t be able to with- 
stand years of harsh weather. 

That’s not deterring Aguirre, 
who quit his telecommunications 
job last month to work full time on 
Vidstone. 

Aguirre, 32, promises the 
Serenity Panel will be durable, 
and while he hasn’t sold any yet, 
he says he’s got pre- orders from 
families whose relatives have 
died. He wouldn’t say how many 
pre-orders, and he hasn’t yet col 
lected any payment. 

The device plays alive- to seven 
minute video featuring special 
moments from someone’s life 
that would be compiled by 
anyone from friends and 
relatives of the deceased to 
funeral homes. Vidstone 
doesn’t do video produc- 
tion.

The device includes two stan- 
dard headphone jacks to listen to 
the audio. The solar panel protects 
the screen from sun damage and 
charges a battery inside, Aguirre 
said. Four hours of sun provides 
enough juice to play the video con- 
tinuously for up to 90 minutes. 

The 7-inch shatter-resistant 
LCD screen is designed to last 
for 15 years, when it can either be 
replaced with a newer device or cov- 
ered with a bronze plaque. 

Aguirre says the product is van- 
dal-resistant and has been tested to 
survive the outdoors — the unit will 
function between 32 degrees and 
120 degrees Fahrenheit. He said the 
panel won’t be damaged if tempera- 
tures get outside that range. 

The Serenity Panel should be 
ready for sale in October and cost 
about $1,500, including the use of 
video -making software, he said. 

Aguirre says he got the inspira- 
tion for Vidstone at the March 2004 
wake for his father-in-law. A movie 
screen rolled down and a video trib- 
ute was played. The first photo was 
of his father-in-law with a martini 
in hand, a pink boa wrapped around 
him and a top hat on. 

“And so everybody started 
chuckling and smiling and the 
tears kind of cleared up,” he said.

Calif, cities squabble 
over which one is the 
true surfing capital 

Brah, the suits are acting like 
groms! 

(Translation from surf slang: 
My friend, government officials 
are acting like children!) 

For about 15 years, Santa Cruz 
in the north and Huntington Beach 
in the south have both called them- 
selves “Surf City.” But late last year 
Huntington Beach made a legal 
move to trademark the name “Surf 
City USA” after the 1963 Jan and 
Dean hit. 

Santa Cruz refused to be 
snaked. 

The city filed objections. And 


strumming his guitar on a local 
cable access channel. Mayor Mike 
Rotkin publicly taunted Huntington 
Beach, musically challenging them 
to a surf- off: “Let’s have a contest/ 
bring your sticks, but leave your law- 
yers with their trademark tricks.” 

Now, the state has gotten 
involved. 

State Sen. Joe Simitian pro- 
posed a resolution declaring that 
since Santa Cruz “is well known 
around the world as a center of a 
precious, but hard to define ‘surf 
culture’” it should be designated 
by the state Legislature as “Surf 
City USA.” 

The resolution was approved 
by a committee, despite objections 
from Huntington Beach’s Sen. John 
Campbell who harkened back to 
the original lyrics. “I’ve done some 
research,” he said. “Neither city has 
‘two girls for every boy,’ so neither 
should be Surf City.” 


Dean Torrence, who wrote and 
sang the song in the first place, 
said he’s backing his hometown 
— Huntington Beach — in this 
debate. 

“I co-wrote the song and I’m 
really loaning the song and song 


title to Huntington Beach,” he said. 
“Sure, Santa Cruz is cool, but it’s not 
Surf City, USA. I’ve been there, I 
went to the beach, and I didn’t see 
anyone surfing.” 

In fact, surfers in Santa Cruz 
rarely paddle out from the beach. 


Instead, surfers there scramble, in 
their wetsuits, down narrow stair- 
cases and trails built into the rocky 
cliffs and then jump — with their 
boards — into the water. 

Both cities have major surf 
industry companies, dozens of 
surfing contests, surf statues and 
lots of sunshine. 

“This is a silly argument,” said 
Ben Marcus, an author and former 
editor of “Surfer” magazine. 

The mayor of Surf City, N.J., 
Leonard Connors, just laughed. 
“We were founded in 1690,” he 
said. “California wasn’t even a state. 
There’s no doubt whatsover, the real 
Surf City USA is right here on the

[“The Flight That Fought Back” 
is a minute-by-minute retelling of 
events aboard United Airlines Flight 
93 on Sept. 11, 2001. It premiered on 
the Discovery Channel on Sunday] 

How do we know for sure if the pas- 
sengers “fought back”? 

Several phone conversations refer 
to an imminent fightback, and the 
hijackers themselves are heard on 
the cockpit voice recorder talking 
about it, too. 

The cell phone calls to loved ones, 
do you reenact the recipient’s side 
of that call? 

No, we have the real people telling 
that side of the story, intercut with 
actors representing what was said 
from the aircraft. 

Was it difficult getting the families 
to participate? 

I think that a lot of the families felt 
the time had come to speak about 
this. In my experience you can some- 
times tell when someone is opening 
up with a feeling or a memory for 
the first time, and I felt that very 
often with this film. A handful did 
not want to work with us. But the 
great majority did. 

What new information did you 
uncover for the film? 

Several new voicemail messages that 
have not been shared by families 
before, and more details of the sub- 
tlety of the al Qaeda plot — which 
when you see it makes it all the more 
impressive that these 40 strangers 


managed to fight back. 

Let’s not pretend this is factu- 
al. It is historical fiction — a dra- 
matic interpretation of moments 
surrounding an event we know 
occurred, but whose details are 
lost to time, or in this case, trag- 
ic events. It’s Hollywood, pure and 
simple, playing on people’s emo- 
tions. I think it is a horrible attempt 
to capitalize on tragedy. 

Most people have reacted to the tape 
in a different way. Call it a documen- 
tary. There are a few moments of 
interpretation in the film and they 
are clearly marked. Indeed, you can- 
not really finish the story without 
having some of them. But the great 
bulk — I’d say 95 percent — is clas- 
sic documentary technique based 
on taped evidence, first person tes- 
timony and archive 

Are people certain where Flight 93 
was headed in D.C? There have been 
many theories, the White House, 
Washington Monument, the Capitol. 

The 9/11 commission thinks it was 
the Capitol, based on information 
from al Qaeda prisoners taken after 
9/11. But nobody is really sure.
